ROME (NC)—The Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith distributed a 
total of $51.7 million last year, an all- 
time high, the society’s general secre- 
tary reported. . aoe 

The society also collected about $58 
million last year for distribution this 


year, said the general secretary, Msgr. - 


Fernand Franck, in presenting his 
report on 1977 to the annual general 
meeting of the Pontifical Mission Aid 
‘Societies. 


MORE THAN 40 percent of the 
money collected came from U.S. Cath- 
olics. 

Msgr. Franck pointed out that, al- 
though the dollar amount was higher 
for this year’s distribution, the value of 
the dollar has fallen recently. 

The $51.7 million distributed last 
year was up by more than $2 million 
from the total distributed in 1976, the

The members not only 
see that elderly who are 
physically handicapped get 
to their church for services 
regularly, but if there is a 
chance of giving them a day 
out at a fiesta or other 
event, they rally round. 


STARTED BY Ruth Dyson

_tunity to get the older 
people out among others. 


“We try to give a new 
outlook for some of these 
people who just sit at home, 
alone, looking at death

Dyson, .a widow, who has 


had 12 children and is 
awaiting her 16th grand- 
child. 

Recently about 20 of the 
elderly, mostly in wheel- 
chairs, were taken to the 
barbecue. afternoon of Our 
Lady of Light parish, Des- 
canso. This—a typical out- 
ing—meant that the club 
had to organize buses, 
chair pushers and, in add- 
ition, some vehicles from 
Project Go, which are able 
to handle wheelchairs for 
non-walking handicapped. 

OUR MAIN NEED always 


is to get. more volunteers to 
help,” said Mrs. Dyson, who 


© works mainly with the half- 
_ dozen helpers who are 


regulars. 
Every other week they 


bring the aged to the social 


hall of Guardian Angels, 


give them a meal and.

“There are so many lonely

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A time to keep

It's not often that a man thrust into the world’s 
limelight for only 34 days makes such an impact as 
did Pope John Paul I. Admittedly he was thrust into 
the office of pope, which is not exactly a hideaway 
from the media, but he managed to come through it 
all witha flourish forthe unusual anda strong sense 
of fun and warmth—of love. 


Which of us, thrust similarly into such circum- 
stances for 34 days would have managed so well, 
would have won so many hearts and would have 
set a novel style on an office so awesome that most 
people would find it intimidating and circum- 
scribing. 


What is our individual effect on others, even 
without becoming pope? What do we do with all 
those hours of every day in which we are among 
God’s people? How do they see us and respond or 
react to us? Do we come across as smiling, affable, 
loving and warm, or cold, uncharitable and 
unfeeling? 


It’s a fair question in fic week between popes, 
when we think ‘about the missionary effort of the 
church. For we are all missionaries, all sent out into 
the world to spread not only the Good News, but 
also a fair slice of love and warmth. We can't all be 
Pope John Paul |. But we. all have a mission in life. 


Ferryboat missionary 


We can’t all go out to faraway places and become 
missionariés—though | suspect far more of us 
could if we really set our minds on spreading the 
Word. One priest whom | have long admired for his 
dedication to work for the good and the health of 
people less fortunate is Father Luke Tupper, the 
Franciscan missionary whose personal apostolate 
was bringing health to the people of the Amazon 
river basin in Brazil. 


Unfortunately, Father Luke is dead, killed in a 
motorcycle accident in Columbus, Ohio. But we 
remember him here in San Diego. In 1974 he took 
over one of the old Coronado ferryboats and 
converted it into a hospital ship to ply up and down 
that great South American river. He called his 


Father Luke’s ferryboat 


Through his ferryboat health service—aided and 
abetted by volunteer doctors and nurses from 
various parts of the U.S.—Father Luke reduced the 
infant mortality rate by immunization alone from 
an appalling 50 percent to 5 percent. While he was 
saving babies’ lives onthe Amazon, the abortionists 
were taking them away in the U.S. Father Luke was 
only 45. The picture shows him helping a child 
aboard the converted ferryboat on the Amazon.

Go Tell the Spartans is a somber film 
about the early days of our involvement in 
Vietnam, not a theme, to be sure, likely to 
start.a stampede to the box office. 


Burt Lancaster, in the best performance 
he has given in years, plays an over-age 
major who in 1964 commands a small 
American cadre working with a motley 
collection of regular Vietnamese troops, 
mercenaries and militia in the hostile 
countryside. 


Passed over for promotion again and 
again, thanks to a long-ago, outrageous 
escapade with his commanding general’s 
wife, the major is a weary but extremely 
capable pro, beneath whose profane. and 
cynical exterior there lurks more humani- 
ty than one might have expected. 


He is ordered to send a. small force to — 


fortify an abandoned outpost. When the 
Viet Cong unexpectedly attack in force, he 
at first manages to save his isolated force 
by sending off a peremptory and scabrous 
message to his commander (whowas once 
his subordinate), thus gaining air support.

What 
then was Jesus’ talent, the real talent 
which. should not be hidden from 
men, Father Breemen asks? 


If we look at the public life of Jesus, 
only one thing emerges as important 
—to live in unity with the Father, 
subject to his will and relating all of 
life to him. Whatever we may do well 


Pope Paul VI dominates this volume. The 
great range of Pope Paul’s interest and his 
Christian compassion shine through in 
these works. 


James J. Megivern edits two volumes,

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Brother, missionary, 
live wire, too

For a man who's majored in “the field of 
leisure,” Brother Bernard Cyr sure doesn't 
act like it. 


He’s as animated as some of the films 
he produces as head of the Department of 
Social Communications (DepSoCom) in 
the diocese of Wa in northwestern Ghana. 
A Missionary of Africa, Brother Cyr has 
worked in Ghana since 1971. 


BROTHER CYR attended secondary 
school in Montreal, and after school hours 
he played the drums with a combo. But 
that was before he joined the Mission- 
aries of Africa and becamea student atthe 
College of Old Montreal. 


After making his final promises as a 
Brother in 1971 in Ghana, Brother Cyr 
studied the Dagaare language for six 
months. Then Bishop Peter Dery, now 
Archbishop of Tamale, said there was not 
much in the line of recreation for the 
people and suggested that something be 
started along educational lines. 


“First the bishop established the 
Department of Social Communications,” 
Brother Cyr said, “and | was it. Basically, 
its purpose is to implement and coordi- 
nate involvement in mass media inthe Wa 
diocese.” 


THAT IMPLEMENTATION covers a lot of 
ground, since the Wa diocese has an area 
of 12,350 square miles with a popula- 
tion of 406,000, including 294,342 
Catholics, living in thousands of villages. 
They are served by only 47 priests, 125 
sisters and 37 brothers. 


When he started DepSoCom, Brother 
Cyr was supported mainly by donations 
from his family and friends. Then he 
obtained funds from the Canadian govern- 
ment for a truck, a movie projector and a 
generator to operate it. 


Slowly, with the addition of personnel 
and equipment, DepSoCom started to 
become a real department. The Canadian 
government donated another truck, and 
various organizations donated audiovisual 
materials. 


THEN BROTHER CYR planned and, with 
volunteer help, built a studio-type plant 
that is not yet completely paid for but is in 
full operation. He has seven. workers, 
including a nun who is the executive 
secretary. Two of the men take care of 
electronic repairs, and all staff members 
support themselves from the proceeds 
they make repairing recorders and radios 
for the local people and missionary 
personnel. 


“When we go out to any village with our 
sound truck and projector,” Brother Cyr 
said, “everyone turns out, especially inthe 
dry season. 


“We have worked out a format,” he 
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continued, “that consists of .three pro- 
grams during an evening: information, 
education and entertainment. The infor- 
mation part may consist of a sequence 
showing Bishop Gregory Kpiebaya of Wa 
meeting with the head of state and 
inspecting a health facility. 


“THE EDUCATIONAL part might show 
why it is important to wash food before 
eating it, why well water is better than 
pond water, or depict the rite of baptism. 
The entertainment part usually consists of 
scenes from a circus or some sports 
activity, especially hunting. 


“The audio aspect of the department is 
as important as the visual is,” Brother Cyr 
said. 


“Although English is the official lan- 
guage of Ghana,” he explained, “thou- 
sands of people living in the villages do not 
know it, so we transcribe recording and 
film tapes into the local language. This , of 
course, gives additional work to our staff, 
but there is no dimension we overlook in 
our efforts to reach the people. 


“TAKE PUPPET SHOWS, for instance. 
Not unusual in the States, but they are an 


effective educational tool in Ghana.. 


Because many people are reluctant or 
forget to attend a health clinic, we stress 
that it is important for them to take their 
children to a clinic at least once a month. 


“Through puppets we depict a chieftain 
with two wives. The children of one wife 
are always sick, the children of the other 
are healthy. Why? Because, as our puppet 
theater shows, the wife with the healthy 
children trudges faithfully to a clinic each 
month to have her children checked medi- 
cally and to enable them to obtain 
inoculations and vitamins.” 


Brother Cyr said that -his staff's chief 
function in the field of leisure-is not to 
promote passivity but spur activity on the 
part of the people. 


“WE SHOW TEACHERS how audiovisual 
equipment works,” he said. “How does 
this voice come out of this tape? How does 
this little strip of film become big on the 
screen? We ask questions like this and 
then we demonstrate and explain. We also 
encourage rental and operation of our 
projectors. 


“In the villages we blow our own horn, in 
a sense, by citing the importance of 
communication media. For example, we 
show film that emphasizes the need for 
farmers in northern Ghana to keep 
working their farms instead of migrating to 
a city. Then we point out that this message 
would not have been possible without our 
modern means of communication.” ~ 


What about relaxation? 


“When you're involved in the field of 
leisure,” Brother Cyr said, “you just don’t 
have time to take it easy.”

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Is there a future for foreig 


Is there a future for foreign missionaries? 


- Decidedly so, according to Father Gene Robitaille, a 
Missionary of Africa who recently completed five years of 
service in bush missions in Zambia, “It's a great life for 
me, and I’m very happy in it,” said Father Robitaille; back 
in the U.S. for a visit to-his home town of Silver Creek, 
N.Y. ° 


“IF WE STOP believing that God has called us out to the 
mission fields,” he said, “then. we might as well pack our 
bags. | believe God is calling us and many others, andwe 
have a future in helping people in Africa and other 
nations and liberating them from superstitious beliefs. 


“We are primarily concerned about their relationship 
with God. While there we help them out in other ways— 
medically and by teaching them vocational skills—but 
that’s a secondary apostolate.” * 


Father Robitaille arrived in Zambia in 1973, the year of 
his ordination, and after attending language school he 
was assigned to Chibote mission in northeast Zambia. 
With regard to modes of transportation, that was a 
relatively dry assignment compared to his next one: 
Twingi, a peninsula situated below Lake Bangweulu.. 


TWINGI MEANS “many”, and people living there 
preface it with “utusu’, which means mosquitoes. 


How many is many.mosquitoes? 


“Millions at night, but only thousands during the day,’ 
said Father Robitaille. “The people cover themselves 
totally with a blanket when they go to bed, and |, of 
course, use my mosquito net. 


“THERE ARE SNAKES in the swamps and crocodiles, 
but because the fish are so plentiful the crocodiles seem 
to prefer the fish to the people.” b 


Twingi, a part of the Mansa diocese, consists of three 
sectors: the mission proper, with some 3,000 Catholics; 
the peninsula and surrounding lakes, with 10,000 
Catholics; and Kapalla, with 1,500 Catholics, which 
extends to the Zaire border. 


There are 11 mission outstations on the peninsula and 
12 in the Kapalla area. On a 10-day trip, Father Robitaille 


, 


_ might visit only three of the outstations, and .some 


‘mission centers see him only once a year. 


THE MISSIONARY of Africa travels about 200 miles by 
boat through the swamps. on rivers, lakes and canals. 
When he starts out in his 55 horsepower motorboat, he 
goes 40 miles to his first mission outstation. He stays 
there two or three days, then visits other stations by 


. dugout canoe. For the dry season he often has to push the 


canoe through the mud. During his visits, he gives 
religious instructions, baptizes and meets with church 
council members. He has gotten lost several times in the 


swamps, and a couple of times he hadtosleepinhis boat ~ 


when the engine failed. 


On mission tours, Father Robitaille eats what the 
Zambians do—mainly bwly (grain made of ground 


_ kassava root)—except for the jelly, bread and tea that he 


takes with him. The tea gives hinv a psychological lift, 


_ especially during the dry season. 


“Sometimes when the water is low in the swamps,” 
Father Robitaille said, “and you pour it into the cup, you 
can't see the bottom because the water is soupy gray. So 
after | boil the water, | put a tea bag in it, and the brighter 
color makes me feel better.” 


ALMOST DAILY he gives medical aid to someone: 
treating an infection of the breast, patching up what's left 
ofa toe a Zambian has cut off with an axe, applying 
antiseptics to cuts and bruises, dispensing antibiotics, 


and supplying chloraquin tablets to ward off malaria. 


Although the life of a missionary may seem to be one of 
constant giving rather than receiving, Father Robitaille 
said that “living in the different culture of the Zambians 
has enriched me. 


“They have values and ways of dealing with life and 
death that we seem to have lost in our society,” he said. 
“Although enslaved by superstition, they show concern 
for one another and find happiness in living, despite the 
lack of luxuries. 


“THE WAY THEY face death has impressed me in par- 
ticular. It is part of their life; it is not such a problem for 
them, perhaps because of the high infant mortality rate. 


“When a person is dying, he is never left alone. Word 
goes out, and people come to visit the dying person, then 
sit outside the house, kind of waiting. 


“Afterwards, they look at the corpse, pray, sing and 
reminisce about the dead person. On the grave they 
place something they believe was meaningful to the 
person. It may be a plate, acarving, or a containerthat he

. “OVER HERE we place dead people in a setting that 
appears as if we wanted to preserve them.

It’s difficult to describe 
the difference, but perhaps the way to do it is to say that at 
funerals in Zambia the feeling is there without the frills.” 


Asked whether Zambians are receptive to the Christian 
message the missionaties bring, Father Robitaille said:

“The people are responding well, but it must be 
remembered that they are in a pre-evangelical stage.

What is religious experience?

A friend of mine, a Lutheran minister, has 
been running for years—ritually running..He 


runs and meditates, runs and solves pro- : 
blems, runs and gets in touch with the child — 
within himself, runs and: experiences the ~ 


pilgrimage pattern of adulthood. He simply 
runs. Far from an isolated experience, it 
unites him to God, the world of nature and to 
all the people he knows. 


Setting out to find religious experience is 
almost inevitably to be led away from its 
possibility. Within our human lives, the 
ordinary events are where we meet God. We 
tend to seek God outside our nature. But this 
really leads away from understanding grace. 


GRACE IS NOT a second story built 
upon the first: nature. Grace is the gift of 
relatedness of God with man, woman with 
God, woman with man, man with man, 
woman with woman. It is not geared to take 
us out of the human setting but to root us 
radically within it.

Stories about Jesus were circulated in 
different forms in the early Christian 
communities before being recorded by the 
evangelists. And they, in their turn, adapted 
the stories to their own purposes. An 
especially interesting example is the account 
of the cure of the centurion’s servant in 
Matthew 8:5-13. 


Luke, who apparently depended on the 
same source, has his own significant 
variations in the way he tells the story (Luke 
7:1-10). 

JOHN SEEMS to have had independent 
material, for while the basic story is identical, 
the variants are more striking (John 4:46-54). 
In his version, the centurion’s servant has 
become a royal official’s son, and the point of 
the story is not quite the same as in the other 
versions. 


A common theme links all three accounts, 
however, and that is the power of faith in 
Jesus. Note that it is faith in the person of 
Jesus. The centurion is a pagan. He is 
portrayed sympathetically, but he does not 
share the religious convictions of the Jews. 


He has seen Jesus perform no cures, but he 
has heard about him, and that is enough to 
inspire confidence. With a delicacy which he

Perhaps many of us, even while 
proclaiming, “We are liberated,” do not 
believe that our human experience is truly the 
arena in which we meet God. 


WE THINK WE would like to invite him 
in, give him something spectacular in our lives 
to work with—like the utterly tragic or the 


truly ecstatic. How often we equate religious 


Scotts throughout the incident, he doesn’t 
even ask Jesus for help. He simply informs 
him that his servant “is at home in bed 
paralyzed, suffering painfully” (Matthew 8:6). 


LUKE MAKES the situation even more 
poignant by having the servant “sick to the 
point of death” and by mentioning that he was 
dear to his master (Luke 7:2). Even though he 
has Jesus being requested to save the sick 
man’s life, he introduces a delegation of 
Jewish elders and later some friends to act as 
intermediaries. And when, in either case, 
Jesus responds favorably, the officer begs 
him not to put’ himself in an embarrassing 
situation by crossing a gentile threshold. 


“Sir,” the centurion said in reply, “I am not 
worthy to have you under my roof. Just give 
an order and my boy will get better.” As an 
army man, he knows what one can do by 
giving an order. He is constantly ordering 
people about, and when he speaks, they 
jump. All Jesus has to dois issue an order and 
it will be carried out, whether he is on the 
scene or not. 


This was amazing, and Jesus could not help 
contrasting this unquestioning faith-of a 
pagan with the resistance he has met from his 


own. co-religionists: “I assure you, | have: 


never found this much faith in Israel” 
(Matthew 8:10; Luke 7:9). 


experience with feeling good, being at peace 


with others, having everything secure and 
resolved, losing our need to struggle with our 
tendencies to do harm and to be vulnerable. 


How often we may indeed be asking that 
nature steel itself to strength with a good shot 
of grace.

My friend runs aroun Washington. He 
also counsels ministers, writes books, speaks 
all over the nation on how ministers need 
ministering to as well as anybody else. He is 
successful in reconciling parishes after hard 
events have rocked them. He stresses the 
essential humanness of grace action. 


IT IS INTERESTING to note that a few 
modern novelists, among them John Gard- 


ner, John Cheever, Margaret Atwood, have ~ 


dwelt on the same theme: Religion is 


grounded in what is, not in what is wished for 


in order to avoid what is. 


It surely offers us more drama to think that 
religious experience on Monday morning is 
more like a marvelous urge to go forth like the 


IN JOHN’S VERSION Jesus reacts to 
the royal official’s request by exclaiming 
rather harshly: “Unless you people see signs 
and wonders, you do not believe” (John 4:48). 
This remark is intended for the bystanders, 
and it expresses a dominant theme of the 
fourth gospel: the inadequacy of a faith based 
on miracles. 


For John, the only faith worthy of the name 
was a faith which rested upon the person and 
word of Jesus himself. So he remarks 


pointedly that “the man put his trust in the _ 


word Jesus spoke to him, and started for 
home” (John 4:50). 


Later, when the officer learned the time of 
his son’s recovery, “It was at that very hour, 
the father realized, that Jesus had told him, 


‘Your son is going to live.’ He and his whole ~ 


household thereupon became believers” 
(John 4:53). 


ALL THE VERSIONS mention the cure 
almost in passing. The central point for.the 
evangelists and their communities was the 
importance and the power of faith in the 
person and word of Jesus. 


For Matthew, so concerned were he and 
his community with their relationship to the 
synagogue and the Jewish law, the incident 
illustrated the primacy of faith in Jesus over 
the observance of the law.

universe fall silent in the face of what seems 
senseless, innocent suffering.

; when, for many of us, not having found “it”? is. 
_ precisely our claim to faith in a raggy second 


_ half of the 20th century. It must be clear that 


we are given grace to make us not romantics 


nor realists, but humans. 


Scripture affirms that religious experience 
lies in the human order of things. Moses, Paul, 
Abraham and Jesus were not the type to be 
chosen for the Christian Yellow Pages—that 
business manual which assures its reader that 
good business expertise is. given along with 
the Spirit. 


Religious experience is not a matter of 

picking up points of self-gratification. As we 

_ seek, many of us are learning, as my friend 

has, that running—physically or metaphori- 

cally—is still the soundest way to meet the 
living God. 


He makes the point aloes by adding a saying 
of Jesus found in another context in Luke: 
“Mark what I say! Many will come from the 
east and the west and will find a place at the 
banquet in the kingdom of God with 
Abraham; Isaac, and Jacob, while the natural 


heirs of the kingdom.will be driven out into the - 


dark” (Matthew 8:11-12). 


FOR ALL THREE, it was important to 
stress the need for and the sufficiency of faith 
in the person and word of Jesus. They wished 
to reassure their readers that both the person 
and word were supremely powerful, even 
though Jesus was no longer physically 
present to them. 


The gospel message is a living message for 
all Christian communities of all times, 
reassuring us that the faith that counts is faith 
in the person and efficacious word of the 
Lord. Faith in truth formulas has its place, 
certainly, but must not be confused with the 
real thing. 


We don’t really believe in ‘truths’ so much 
as we believe in him who is “the'way, the 


. truth, and the life” (John 14:6). And he is as 


powerfully and reliably. present to us as he 
was to the centurion’s servant (Matthew- 
Luke) or the royal official’s son (John).

| The spirituality of 
_ Patriarch Athenagoras 


By Father James V. Schall 


After Greek Orthodox Patriarch Athena- 
goras died in Istanbul, Turkey, in 1972, Father 
George Maloney wrote that he left no. real 
monuments or writings or political docu- 
ments by which we would recall him. 


The Greek patriarch’s human bequest to 
us was rather the realization “that men were 
meant by God to live in unity of truth and 
love.” All three elements were necessary— 
unity, truth, and love. None existed in 
isolation. 


WE WHO ARE. sused to thinking of 
Christianity as divided into Protestants and 
Catholics. easily forget that the various 
Orthodox churches stemming from Egypt, 
Asia Minor, Greece, Eastern Europe and 
Russia bear witness to a liturgy, theology and 
spirit as old and wise as our own ways of living 
the faith. We are often surprised by the depth 
and wisdom of this tradition unfamiliar to us. 


This patriarch was no ordinary man. He 
was Greek by birth but lived for many years in 
New York, across from Central Park, a place 
where he loved to walk and converse with the 
people he met, especially the children. 


It is nice to picture this tall, black-robed, 
black-hooded man, quietly strolling through 
these lovely precincts, this man who came to 


, symbolize in his life what a park should be,.a 


place wherein divisions and struggles among 
men are overcome and left aside. All parks, in 
a way, are meant to recall Eden before the fall, 
and somehow this Orthodox archbishop in 
his simplicity often seemed to reflect this. 


POPE PAUL VI and Athenagoras were > 


close and good friends as perhaps only 
bishops can be. They met three times 
officially—in Rome, Jerusalem and Istanbul. 
Both men were acutely aware of the origins of 
the divisions in Christianity. Both knew they 
were to pray and work that these divisions be 
healed, yet both wanted to respect what was 


distinctive in the Latin and Greek traditions. 
Athenagoras often repeated that these 
churches lived together for a thousand years 
and should still do so. 


Msgr. John Nolan of the Catholic Near 
East Welfare Association wrote of him in 
1969: “Are we big enough for this old man’s 
dream?” Athenagoras said to Msgr. Nolan: 
“Is not our master the same Christ? Then we 
are servants of the same household. We are 
already one. Let theologians work out the 
details. But you and I know that unity is 
already a fact, because we love one another.” 


Such simplicity and earnestness may seem 
too pat at times. But this patriarch was not 
unaware of the historical complexities, and he 
even seemed to be under some criticism in his 
own church for his zeal. Yet, when we think of 
“spirituality,” we easily forget that this word 
applies differently to each of us according to 
Our own natures, graces and office. 


A BISHOP’S vocation must, in some 
senses, reveal a spirituality grounded in the 
very structuré and meaning of Christendom. 
In a famous letter to Paul VI, Athenagoras 
gave a beautiful testimony to this sense of the 
spirit that must be found in our bishops: 


“We hasten to confirm to you, elder 
brother, that, according to the will of the 
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Lord who wishes his church to be one, visible 
to the whole world, in order that the entire 
world may come to it, we-submit ourselves 
continually and without any deflection to the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit... This work is to 
make visible and manifest to the world the 
one, holy, catholic and apostolic church of 
Christ... 

“Actually, even if the Eastern and Western 
churches are separated, for causes known to 
the Lord, they are not divided, however, in 
the substance’ of communion in the mystery 
of Jesus, God made man, and of his divine- 
human church.” j 


THUS, IT IS EASY to catch some of the 
affection and hope this Orthodox ‘bishop 
inspired. Greek Orthodox Archbishop 
Iakovos said that Athenagoras revived the 
heart of Orthodox. And the late Cardinal 
Richard Cushing of Boston, during a sermon 
in Boston on the occasion of the patriarch’s 
20th anniversary, affirmed: “We offer our 
thanks to God today for giving his church one 
of the truly providential figures of our times.” 

And so, when we ask why was he so 
providential, we can only conclude that here 
was a man who believed in Christ’s truth and 
loved us all in God. It is enough for any bishop 
to bequeath to us the reminder that we should 
be-united in truth and in love.

Meditation can be used as a means of dealing with grief when 


going to meet with loss or misfortune. The fear of privation 
threatens us with regret on all sides. 


Meditation, by its very nature, can lead to thoughts of 
privation and death in as much as meditation is a form of self- 
denial. Since death is arrimposition resulting from sin (Romans 
6:30), death is the most profound form of self-denial because it 
threatens to deny us of life itself. : 


DEATH SHOULD, therefore, be seen as something for 
“which we ought to prepare. The solution to the problem of 
death is faith; to look at the darkness of the veil which death 
presents to us and expect to find a new and better life beyond — 
~ death takes an act of faith. Faith is the guarantee of the blessing 


our life has been threatened by loss. Sooner or later we are all . 


we hope for, the proof of the existence of the realities which a’ 
present remain unseen (Hebrews 11:1). ; 


Meditation exercises us in giving up present and immediate 
satisfactions in the hope and belief that there is something 
better in God’s plan. Moreover, this better thing is found 
precisely in transcending the dimensions of this world through 
believing. ; 5 

The practice of transcending is itself helped by the thought of 
death, just as meditation on death can encourage transcen- 
dence if there is some faith which enables us to “see” beyond. 


FAITH, HOWEVER, needs an object. If grief fills our hearts 
because we have just lost a friend or relative it helps if the object 
of our faith is richly present arid tangible (1 John 1:1-4). Thus, 
imagining Mary holding Jesus after he had been taken down 
from the cross can help us to prepare to face our losses. 


Christian meditation: Seeing beyond the present moment 


At this point tenderly consider the suffering of Mary, our 
mother, as she faced having to return her child, Jesus, back to 
the heavenly Father. Then, unite your gift to Mary’s gift of 
Jesus to the Father and ask Mary to pray that your gift too is — 
acceptable to God. ; 


Death is difficult! The grief that follows a loss from death can 
be impossible if we cannot face the loss from the comforting 
arms of our mother whose heart was also pierced by the sword 
of grief (Luke 2:35). 


Daily meditation prepares us for giving up things to God 
while trusting that our Father will restore them in a renewed 
way. Without this hope the loss of death is impossible to face in 
a positive way. I recommend, therefore, the daily exercise of 
meditation which exercises us in “seeing” behind the present 
moment into the richer and deeper event of eternal life as 
promised by God.

He spoke to Jesus with great respect. “Sir,” 
he said, “my serving boy, who is like my own 
son, is at home in bed terribly sick.

_desus was deeply touched by the officer’s 
manner. The man obviously loved this boy 
who was his servant. 


WITHOUT HESITATION Jesus told the 
soldier, “I will come and cure him.” The 
centurion was surprised. This was more than 
he felt he had a right to expect. He knew that 
Jesus, a Jew, was not allowed by Jewish law 


to enter the house of aRoman like himself. He - 


did not want to put Jesus on the spot. 


“Sir,” he said to Jesus, “Iam not worthy to 
have you in my house. Just give an order and 
the boy will get better.” 


The officer knew from his own experience 
the power of his commands. One word from 
him, and what he wanted done was done. “1, 
too, am a man of authority;” he said to Jesus, 
“If I say to a soldier, ‘Come here,’ he comes. 
Or if I say to another, ‘Do this,’ he does it.” 
“Just say a word and my servant will be 
healed.” d 


JESUS WAS AMAZED at what the 
soldier said. Here was a Roman, who did not 
share the faith of the Jewish people, the faith 
of Israel, but who believed in him more 
strongly. Jesus turned to his followers and 
said with wonder, “I assure you, I have never 


found such deep faith among my own 
people.” 


The man stood there in silence, believing 
Jesus could heal his sick servant, with just a 
single powerful healing word. People were 
standing around to see what would happen. 
They were puzzled that Jesus would be 
talking with a Roman army officer. They were 
amazed that the man put such faith and trust 
in Jesus. 


Jesus turned back to the centurion. “Go 
back home,” he told him. “Because of your 
faith, it will be done as you ask. Your servant 
will get well.” 


THE ROMAN OFFICER put his trust in 


_desus’ word and started for home. Along the 


way he met other servants of his running out 
to tell him the sick boy was getting well. He 
began to improve at the very moment Jesus 
had said, “Your servant will get well.” 


Word of the centurion’s faith in Jesus 
spread. He became an example of trust in 
Jesus and the power of Jesus’ word. 
Christians still use the words of this Roman 
army officer to express their own faith in 
Jesus. At mass we say, “Lord, I am not 
worthy to receive you, but only say the word 
and I shall be healed.”

VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
The sudden death of “Papa 
Luciani,” as John Paul | was 
informally called in Italy, 
raises the issue whether the 
shoes of the fisherman have 
grown nearly too big to be 
filled.

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Missionary’s varied duties 
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From feeding pigs to preaching

How important is philosophy in the training of 
missionaries for work in Africa? 


“Don't leave home without it” is the advice of a veteran 
Missionary of Africa, Father Paul Sorelle, in an interview. 


“ON THE SURFACE, it would seem that more emphasis 
should be placed on the practical aspects of missionary 
activity, such as medical aid and various social welfare 
projects,” said Father Sorelle, “but on a deeper level both 
philosophy and theology broaden one’s understanding of 
human nature and serve as keys to other cultures.” 


A native of Acushnet, Mass., Father Sorelle served for 
several years in missions in Africa, was provincial of the 
Missionaries of Africa in the U.S. for eight years, and is 
now general manager and head of the community's 
home in Washington. 


He attended St. Francis Xavier elementary sehiool in 
Acushnet, then received his high school and seminary 
training in Canada and was ordained as a Missionary of 
Africa (White Father) on Jan. 25, 1953 in Ottawa. 


HIS ASSIGNMENTS in Africa included parish work in 
Bukoba, Tanzania, for 15 months. After only three 
months in one parish, he was hearing confessions in the 
Ruhaya language, and preaching five-minute sermons.

| just had to make the sermons short and sweet,’ said 
Father Sorelle. 


Before he had a chance even to learn proverbs in 
Ruhaya, he was transferred to Uganda in January 1959, 
where he performed a variety of duties. 


HE TAUGHT philosophy and theodicy at the major 
seminary of the White Fathers in Katigondo and also took 
care of the seminary farm. This meant feeding the pigs 
and chickens, milking the cows, and taking care of the 
fruit and vegetable gardens. 


“When you have that kind of range in activities,” Father 
Sorelle said, “any scholarly pretensions you may have 
take second place:to the virtue of humility.” 


After two and one-half years of service in Uganda, 
Father Sorelle was transferred to the U.S., where he held 
a number of teaching positions and also served as a 
seminary rector. From 1968 to 1976 he was provincial of 
the White Fathers in the U.S. 


IN JULY 1976 he was asked toteach philosophy for one 
year in St.. Victor's major seminary in Tamale, Ghana. 
After that assignment he assumed his present nest in 
Washington. 


“Speaking from the standpoint of service in Africa,” he 
said, “| think we should find a philosophy which is not 
Western, a philosophy that includes the African 
experience or thinking. Africans tend to be more 
imaginative than rational. 


“To them God is the Creator, the fantastic being who 

_ set everything in motion. Then he retires from the field, 
and those with whom you are immediately concerned are 
the spirits of deceased members of your family. If you fail 
to honor them and to pay attention to their requests, they 
will make demands on you to rectify whatever is wrong. 


“FOR EXAMPLE, the spirit of your grandfather might be 
unhappy because you are ill-treating his daughter. You 
have to be more kind to the daughter, possibly offer a 
chicken in expiation for your poor treatment of her. 


“The.dead have a much more significant place in 
African culture than they do in Western culture, 
especially in the U.S.,” Father Sorelle continued. 


“THE COMMUNION. of saints, for example in the Old 
Baltimore Catechism, is one of the doctrines that 
Africans accept most easily because of their respect for 
their ancestors or dead relatives. 


“But the difference in culture is evident also on the 
natural plane. If you ask one African boy if another boy is

ASKED IF MISSION consciousness in the U.S. is low, 
Father Sorelle replied: “| think it certainly could be better, 
especially when we look at the high sense of mission in 
countries like West Germany. | think what is lacking is not 
so much in the priests themselves but in their training. 
Mission theology in the books we studied 25 years ago 
was summed up in one paragraph. 


“But the biggest thing wrong today,” Father Sorelle 
continued, “is that the word ‘mission’ means almost 
anything. It means, among other things, taking care of a 
local alcoholic or helping Mrs. Jones, a widow with eight 
children. Of course, mission means this too, but | think 
that above all it means reaching out to those who have 
never heard the good news of salvation—about 65 per- 
cent of humanity today. 


“From this standpoint, | think it’s ‘mission unfinished’ 
for the missionary, and | think it will remain like that 
forever. For when Christ said that we will always have 
the poor with us, he meant not only those lacking 
material things but also those who are poor spiritually. 


“THESE POOR will always be in our midst, and this is a 
blessing because it allows us to share what we have with 


them—and that’s one of the most godlike qualities or 


features we have in our lives.” 


Asked if he would like to return to Africa as a 
missionary, Father Sorelle replied: “At a moment's 
notice.”

American spending foreign’ to missionaries 


Missionaries from affluent countries such as 
the United States give up the luxuries to which 
they have been accustomed to bring the 
message of Christ to the poor in developing 
lands.” * 

These priests, brothers, sisters and lay- 
persons also seek to provide food and medical 
care to sick and starving people. 

EACH YEAR people living inthe United States 
spend billions of dollars on what these 
missionaries would consider nonessential 
items. 

Catholics throughout the diocese will have 
the opportunity “to share the wealth” at a 
special collection in their parish churches on 
Mission Sunday, Oct. 22. 

American Catholic families only gave an 
average of $1.42 to the Missions last Mission 
Sunday. ; 

IF A GENEROUS offering seems like a 
needless expense, consider these figures on 
American spending during 1977 compiled 
from Standard and Poors Industry Surveys and 
the New York Times: 

—$129 billion on automobiles; 

—$86 billion on eating and drinking out; 

— $23.5 billion on travel abroad; 

—$16 billion on beer; 

—$9 billion on photo equipment; 

—$7 billion on cosmetics; 

—$5 billion on toys; 

—$3 billion on records; 


— $2.9 billion on candy; 

—$1.5 billion on antidepressants,and 

—$1 billion on chewing gum. 

In a year, Americans bought or consumed: 

—610 billion cigarettes; 

—35 million digital watches with an average 
price of $50; 

—9 million CB units, and 

—7 million video-games. 


The average American spends $260 a year 
on cigarettes and drinks about 34 gallons of 
soft drinks and 21.7 gallons of beer a year. 


Citing these factors is not a condemnation of 


_ things people enjoy. Rather, it is an appeal for 


greater sacrifice on their part for those who 
suffer great need. 


Facts and figures on Mission lands 


Catholic missionaries serving in foreign 

~ lands encounter mass human sufferingon 

a daily basis, quite uncommon to their 
American way of life. 


In bringing the good news of Jesus Christ 
to these people they have tofacethose who 
are suffering from food shortages, dis- 
ease related to drinking unsafe water, lack 

of medical care and other minimum 
necessities of life. 


The following facts and figures on 
conditions in other parts of the world have 
been compiled from World Health maga- 
zine: 


MORE THAN 4 billion people inhabit the 
earth. Three billion of them live in 
developing countries. Some 2% billion of 
these have little chance of obtaining 
needed health care. 

In the developing countries of Africa, 
there are about 14,900 people for every 
doctor. In developing parts of Asia, the 
ratio is 5,030 to 1. (The San Franciscoarea 
has 525 doctors for 100,000 people, or 190 
people to | doctor.) 

ABOUT 10 MILLION children in the 
world are in great risk of death from 
malnutrition. It is estimated that in Africa, 


3 million children are affected by severe 
malnutrition, 16 million by moderate 
mainutrition.

In rural areas, only 20 percent of the 
population has reasonable access to safe 
water. 

THE MOST COMMON cause of blind- 
ness inchildren is lack of vitamin A (which 
is found in such food as liver, eggs and 
carrots).
